"Is it worth while.to cut 
this waste in two? la it worth while 
to prevent one-half of this great suf- 
fering which these figures reveal? Ts it 
worth while to save more than 200 lives 
annually? Is it 
necessary 
to have 
trained workers on their jobs, or shall 
we permit them to be absent as tho re- 
sult of preventable accidents at this 
time when the workers in industry are 
just as essential as the men on the fir- 
ing line at the front?" 
During the fourth year of the opera- 
tion of the act there were 463 fatal ac- 
cidents and 135,257 non-fatal accidents; 
benefits were paid in 93,825 cases, of 
which 65,779 had medical service only 
and 23,819 had both compensation and 
medical 
nnrvice. In the 
fatal cases 


there was total dependency in 239 cases, 
and 
partial 
dependency in 53 casos. 
Payments for compensation totalled $3, 
252,146.97. while medical costs amount- 
ed to $834,804.52, making a total of ?4,- 
086,951.49, and indicating the steadily 
increasing1 toll which accidents are tak- 
ing from Massachusetts industry.

WASHINGTON. Aug;. 21.—The plan 


of Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo 
for Ufa and indemnity insurance for 
the soldjers and sailors of the United 
States, after discussions by r' presen.- 
tative insurance men and report on 
by advisory committees, has been put 
in definite form and submitted to Pros. 
Wilson. 


The president's comment was as fol- 


lows: 


"I have examined the enclosed pa- 


pers very carefully and take pleasure 
in returning them with my entire ap- 
proval." 


A bill has been introduced in con- 
gress along the lines suggested by the 
secretary of the treasury and approved 
by tho president. 
In essentials it is proposed that tho 
Kovernment furnish at cost to the sol- 
diers and sailors of tho United States 
life and indemnity insurance. 
The main features of the secretary's 
plan are that the government shall 
bear all the cost of the administra- 
tion of the insurance plan and that 
no expense of any kind shall be a 
charge on the funds .created by the 
payment of premiums by the soldiers 
and sailors. 
Relieved of 
over-head 
charges, $8 a year for every thousand 
dollars insurance will be an adeciuate 
charge, under the plan, and this figure 
will put the maximum insurance of 
$10,000 with the reach- o£ practically 
every private soldier or sailor. 
In- 
surance in private companies would 
cost many times this sum for' men 
actually engaged in warfare. 


After the war the insurance may 
be converted into other forms. 
The 
Insurance is to be payable in install- 
ments, is non-assignable and free from 
the claims of creditors of the insured 
or of the beneficiary, and is limited 
to the wife, children and other speci- 
fied kindred. 
If total disability results or disease 
is contracted in the course of service, 
the compensation is to be based on 
percentage of pay, with a minimum, 
however, of from 40 to 75 dollars a 
month according to the size of the 
family. Partial disabilities are to be 
computed on a basis of percentages 
of total disability. 


fact that in this war we are not re- 
lying upon tho volunteer system but 
are drafting American men and corn- 
Polling them to-undergo danger and, 
if necessary, mako the supremo sacri- 
fice for their country. A higher obli- 
gation, he says, therefore rests upon

The price of silver has reached the 


highest figure in 40 years. Lately it 
has been selling around 87 cents an 
ounce. That makes the bullion in tho 
silver dollar worth about 
twice 
as 


much as it was before the war. 


-It's hard to be strictly 
accurate, 


however, in discussing the value of 
silver or any other commodity. The 
ordinary words mislead us. 
When 


we say that silver is worth twice ad 
much, we mean that anybody who- 
has silver bullion to sell 
can 
got 


about twice as much gold for it. 
Is 


that because the silver is more valu- 
able, or because the gold is less valu- 
able? The latter is nearer the truth. 


The value of anything is its pur- 


chasing power. The purchasing power 


- of the gold dollar—which is to say, 


the purchasing power of gold bullion 
—has been steadily 
diminishing in 


recent years, and 
diminishing with 


appalling rapidity since the war be- 
gan. 
Silver has risen in price along 


with other 
standard 
commodities— 


the gold dollar buys less and less of 
any of them. 


The silver quotations happen to be 


of small importance, except to those 
who produce or buy silver 'bullion. 
The rest of us are not much 
con- 


cerned with silver except as we use 
silver coins as counters 
for 
gold. 


Gold quotations are of enormous im- 


- portance, because they affect all fi- 


nancial obligations, all 
credits 
and 


the money-price of all propenty and 
goods. 
Yet we are largely uncon- 


scious of these gold quotations, be- 
cause tt^ey appear only In the form 
of comparative tables of commodity 


; prices. 
: 
We're 
told 
that 
the 
general 


price level of the 
necessaries of 


life 
was so-and-so 
in 
1900, and 


so-and-so last year, and so-and-so 
last 
month. 
Anil 
we 
blame 


the 
other 
things 
for 
the 
rise, 


instead of blaming the chief culprit— 


• gold, which by its cheapening keeps 


on unsettling all commercial 
values. 


Scarcity of any staple necessity is 
also a. factor to be considered In tho 
case. 


Some day we may 
proceed 
to 


straighten out this difficulty, and es- 
tablish a general or absolute standard 
of 
value, 
based on the value of a 


great number of commodities, or up- 
on the day's, laftor of an able-bodied 
man expressed In the necessaries of 
life, instead of tho present standard 
based on a single, and therefore un- 
steady commodity. 
Then 
we 
shall 


buy and sell gold as we now buy and 
sell silver or Iron or glass. Then wo 
shall not be troubled by constantly 
rising prices, and when we have a 
debt repaid we shall get back as 
much 
money—as much 
purchasing 


power—as we lent.

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AMERICAN TRAINING 
CAMP IN 


FRANCE, Aug. 21.—By the Associated 
Press. Training in some of the Amer- 
ican battalions has progressed to sucli 
a point that ' sham attacks on tho 
trench systems are-being carried oi'.t 
in a spirit akin to actual waHaro. 
Thu^s far artillery fire has been only 
tliebretlcal. but before long the troops 
expect to have tho experience of watch- 
ing the oflect of real artillery upon 
tho trenches. 
The marines are having some es- 


pecially lively engagements this week 
with thoir French instructors. French 
chasseurs, acting as the enemy, have 
been making attacks upon the marines' 
trench system, with Dewoy, Farragut, 
Porter and Sampson trenches as tho 
battle objectives. The French 
also 


have been attempting to bloclc and 
feald communication trenches known as 
-Ohio, Mississippi, Delaware and Po- 
t»mac. It will he seen that the ma- 
rines' trench nomenclature is based 
upon the naval heroes and rivers of 
tho United States. 
The marines have been makiir.- - 
resistance and wherever the 
enemy 
penetrated thoir lines they organized 
a counter attack which quickly eject- 
ed tho intruders. 
The real object of 
these preliminary attacks is to get 
the oflicers and men acquainted w ith 


what are known at the front as op 
eration orders. 
It is the first step 
toward learning the rudiments of 
i 
highly organized part of modern war 
fare where every stop and every de 
tail is worked out in advance on a 
prearranged plan and must he strict 
ly adhered to. 
One great difference from real war 
fare, however, is the .fact that in bit 
tins with marines the enemy has ac 
commodatingly allowed a copy of hi) 
operation orders to fall into the hand 
of the defending garrison. 
This wll 
be changed later and the America: 
trench garrison will be called upoi 
to resist surprise attacks in force. 
Another valuahlo feature In bhan 
battle exercises is in teaching Amor 
icans the great importance of wha 
is known as liaison work—the main 
tenance of communication with sup 
porting artillery, with flanking forces 
with airplanes and with information 
centres. Attacks are accompanied b> 
lively rocket display as S.O.S. signal 
are sent up for defending the curtair 
of lire from the artillery and calling 
reserves from companies in support o 
the trenches.

guard as the state militia, power yester- 
day afternoon at 2 o'clock whoa Gov. 
McCall Issued an executive order of Its 
acceptance into the state service. Tho 
guard is composed of between 8000 and 
9000 soldiers, a majority of whom are 
former guardsmen, and a, great many of 
them veterans. 


The state guard was established by 


special legislation adopted by the 1917 
legislature when the national guard 
was ordered made ready for entrance to 
the federal service, after the declara- 
tion of a state of "war. The law colls 
the guard into service for the time the 
former national guard units will be ab- 
sent in the federal service, and until 
such time as thoy resume thoir guard 
status. 
Brig. Gen. AjneM Heads Force 


Brig. Gen. Butler Ames, who will 


head the new state force, expressed his 
gratification last night when he learned 
that Gov. McCall bad accepted 
the 
guard. 
G<m. Ames said: "The state 
guard is visited with greater powers 
under the new law than tho national 
guard had, and has a combination of 
police-military duty "which its members 
are well qualified to perform. Tho men 
have been inspected and passed upon as 
qualified to perform duty in the state 
guard, and the organization is complete 
in detail. 
"Borne of the companies are "not yet 


fully equipped, owing: to the failure of 
some contractors to deliver tho equip- 
ment called for, but the guard Is fully 
officered, woll trained and will continue 
to improve as a military and police 
force for ttho state." 
The .new military force will operate 
under direction of the governor and tho 
adjutant general, as tho militia did, and 
tho militia laws will be applicable in 
many ways to the guard with extended 
authority of the 1917 law by which It 
was created.

gates to the annual meeting of the In- 
ternational Association 
of 
Ind us trial 
Accident Boards and Commissions, as 
proof of the tremendous economic waste 
involved in the present industrial sys- 
tem. 


CO Per C^nt Accidents Preventable 


"More than 50 per cent of these acci- 


dents were absolutely preventable," Mr. 
Holman said. "Is it "worth while to cut 
this waste in two? la it worth while 
to prevent one-half of this great suf- 
fering- which these figures reveal? Is it 
worth while to save more than 200 lives 
annually? Ta it necessary 
to 
have 


trained workers on their jobs, or shall 
we permit them to be absent as tho re- 
sult ol preventable accidents at this 
time when the workers in industry are 
just aa essential as the men on the fir- 
ing- lino at the front?" 
During the fourth year of the opera- 
tion of the act there were 463 fatal ac- 
cidents and 135,257 non-fatal accidents; 
benefits were paid in 93,825 cases, of 
which 65,779 had medical service only 
and 23,819 had both compensation and 
medical service. Jn the 
fatal 
cases 


there wtis total dependency in 239 .cases, 
and 
partial 
dependency in 53 cases. 
Payments for compensation totalled $3, 
262,1-16.97, while medical costs amount- 
ed to $«34,S04.52, making a total of $4,- 
086,951.49, and indicating the 
steadily 
increasing toll which accidents am tak- 
ing from Massachusetts industry.

of Secretary of. the Treasury 
JIcAUoo 


for life and Indemnity insurance for 
tlio soldiers and sailors of lite United 
States, after discjissions by represen- 
tative insurance men and report on 
by advisory committees, has been put 
In definite form and submitted to Pres. 
Wilson. 


The president's comment was as fol- 


lows: 


"I have examined the enclosed pa- 


pers very carefully and take pleasure 
In returning them with my entire ap- 
proval." 


A bill has been introduced in con- 
gress along the lines suggested by the 
secretary of the treasury and approved 
by the president. 


In essentials it is proposed that the 


government furnish at cost to the sol- 
diers and sailors of the United States 
life and indemnity insurance. 
The main features of the secretary's 


plan are that the government 
shall 
bear all the cost of the administra- 
tion of the insurance plan and that 
no expense of any kind shall be a 
charge on the funds created by the 
payment of premiums by the soldiers 
and sailors. 
Relieved of 
over-head 


charges, 58 a year for every thnii.vxnrl 
dollars Insurance will be an adectuatu 
charge, under the plan, and this figure 
will put 
the maximum insurance of 


$10,000 with the reach of practically 
every private soldier or sailor. 
In- 


surance 
in private companies would 


cost many times this sum 
for men 


actually engaged in warfare. 


After the war the insurance may 


bo converted Into other forms. 
The 


insurance is to be pr.yable in install- 
ments, is non-assignable and free from 
the claims of creditors of tbe insured 
or of the beneficiary, and 
is limited 


to the wife, children nnd nthor speci- 
fied kindred.

Is contracted In the course of service, 
the compensation Is to be ba.-ieri on 
percentage of pay. u-Uh a niinimun.

The plan also contemplates free al- 


lowances to the families of soldiers 
and sailors the government 
supple-- 


tact that In this war we are not re- 
lying upon the volunteer system but 
are drafting American men and com- 
pelling them to undergo danger and, 
if necessary, make the supremo sacri- 
fice for their country. 
A higher obli- 


gation, he says, therefore rests upon 
the government not only towards the 
lighting men but towards those du- 
pendent on thorn and a just, generous 
and humane government should see to 
it that so far as is practicable they 
should be given this protection, not as 
a matter of mercy or charity but as a 
matter of right. And that they should 
enter into the service of thftir coun- 
try with the certain knowledge that 
if death or misfortune comes to them 
they and their dependents are pro- 
tected by insurance afforded them by 
their government as part of the com- 
pensation for the service they are ren- 
dering their country.

The price of silver has reached the 


highest figure in 40 years:" Lately It 
has -teen selling around 87 cents an 
ounce.' That makes the bullion In the 
silver dollar worth about 
twice 
as 


much as it was before the war. 


It's hard to be strictly 
accurate, 


however, .In discussing the value of 
silver or. any other commodity. 
The 


ordinary words mislead us. 
When 


we say that silver is worth twice as 
much, we mean that anybody who 
has silver bullion to sell 
can 
get 


about twice as much gold for it. 
Is 


that because the silver is more valu- 
able, or because the gold is less valu- 
able? The latter is nearer the truth. 


The value of anything is Its pur- 


chasing power. The purchasing power 
of the gold dollar—which Is to say, 
the purchasing power of gold bullion 
—has been steadily 
diminishing in 


recent years, and 
diminishing 
with 


appalling rapidity since the war be- 
gan. 
Silver lias risen in price along 


with other 
standard 
commodities— 


the gold dollar buys less and less of 
any of them. 


The silver quotations happen to be 


of small Importance, except to those 
who produce or buy silver bullion. 
The rest of us are not much 
con- 


cerned with silver except as wo use 
silver coins as counters 
for 
gold. 


Gold quotations are of enormous Im- 
portance, because they affect all fi- 
nancial obligations, all 
credits and 


the money-price of all property and 
goods. 
Yet we are largely uncon- 


scious of these gold quotations, be- 
cause they appear only in the form 
of comparative tables of commodity 
prices.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—There were 


two developments of importance affect- 
ing: the American naval program yes- 
terday. 


Thomas A. Edison, accompanied 
by 


Secretary Daniels, went to tho White 
House and laid before President Wilson 
an outline of a series of inventions tha 
may he of great value to the navy. The 
conference lasted for 45 minutes. 


For military reasons it is impossible 


to .divulge tile projects which Mr. Edi- 
son and his assistants have been labor- 
ins with and which he believes maj 
have a.far-reaching; effect upon warfare 
on the sen and in the air. -It may In 
stated, however, that he has alreanj 
turned over to the navy department one 
fnvention_which officers believe may be 
adapted Co naval usages with excellent 
results. 


Only a few navy officers have had an 


opportunity to see tests of the inven- 
tion. 
They are satisfied it will prove 


valuable if its nature is kept secret un- 
til it is taken into action. It is proba- 
ble that as a result of yesterday's con- 
ference a board of naval officers will 
inspect Mr. Edison's 
other inventions 


within the next few days. 


The second 
development indicating 
that the navy department is determined 
to push the war more aggressively was 
a conference between Secretary Daniels 
and approximately 25 ship and engine 
builders representing plants which have 
been turning out. destroyers. 


Mr. Daniels told these builders fank- 
ly that the United States was not sat- 
isfied with the results from the lighl 
submarine chasers and that lie desirec 
tlje yards of the country to turn out 
destroyers as rapidly as possible. He 
explained that the chaser type serves 
to protect harbors and coastwise .ship- 
ping but is not of great value in dis- 
posing of submarines at sea. 
For this reason the 
United 
States 
has decided to build destroysrs as rap- 
idly as possible. They are the one 
type of ship which submarines fear to 
encounter. 
The ship 
builders 
were 
asked to report Just bow 
many de- 


stroyers they could turn out on stand- 
ardized patterns. 
It is the intention 
of the navy department to work three 
shifts in destroyer building yards if 
possible so that they may be turned 
out literally by the hunnreds. 
A re- 
port from tho shipbuilders giving their 
maximum capacities is expected with- 
in a few days. 
The great ditlir.ulty -which this coun- 
try has experienced in building has 
been the shortage 
of 
engines. 
Mr. 
Daniels informed thn engine builders 
that the government would 
make it 
well worth their while to. build engines 
fast enough to keep up with the de- 
stroyers turned out by the shipyards. 
If the engine builders report that 


they are unable to keep up the pjice 
tlni navy 
department 
probably will 
arrange to take over at least one of 
the great automobile factories for en- 
gine 
construction. 
The department 
appears satisfied that such a plant can 
readily be adapted for the construc- 
tion of destroyer engines.

Daniels' decision shows 
tint the officers who have been con- 
tending that the best answer to the

PRANCE, Aug. 21.—By the Associated 
Press. Training In some of tho Amer- 
ican battalions has progressed to such 
a 
point that 
sham uUac'.ks on the 


trench systems arc being carried out 
In a spirit akin to actual) warfare. 
Thus far artillery fire has beein only 
theoretical, but before long the troops 
expect to have tho experience ofywateh- 
ing: the effect of real artillery upon 
the trenches. 


The marines are having some es- 


pecially lively engagements this ,veek 
•with their French instructors. 
French 


chasseurs, acting as the enemy, hav.- 
been making attacks upon ,tho. marines' 
trench system, with Dewey, FamiBut, 
Porter and Sampson trcmthea as tho 
battle objectives. 
The 
Fiwnch 
also 


have been attempting to .block and 
hold communication trenches' Iknown as 
Ohio, Mississippi, Delaware 
and 
Po- 


tomac. 
It will be seen that: the ma- 


rines' trench nomenclature 
is based 


upon the naval heroes and (rivers cf 
the United States. 


The marines have been making 


resistance and wherever the 
'cnomy 


• penetrated thoir lines they organized 


a counter attack whlc.h quicko- eject- 
ed the intruders. 
The rcai object of 


these preliminary attacks is

the officers and men acquainted

what aro known< at the front as . op 
oration orders. 
It is thb tirst stop 


toward learning the rudiments of 
highly organized part of niodqrn war- 
fare where every stop and «vory de- 
tail is worked out in advance on a 
prearranged plan and must bo strict- 
ly adhered to. 
One great difference frorru real war- 


fare, however, is tho tact that in bat- 
tles with marines tho enoroy has ac- 
commodatingly allowed a cbpy of hlc 
operation orders to fall into the hand" 
ot the defending garrison. 
This wil 


bo changed later and the America, 
trench garrison will be „ called upon 
to resist surprise attacks ia force. 


Another valuable feature

battle exercises Is in teaching Amer- 
icana tho great importance; of whtu 
is known as liaison work—the main- 
tenance of communication with sup- 
porting artillery, with flanktag; forcaa 
with airplanes and with Information 
centres.

lively rocket display as S.O.S. signalB 
are sent up for defending the curtain 
of fire from tho artillery and nailing 
reserves from companies In suipport -' 
tho trenches.
